Tn these days when even the 
Ford 
OAmer 
cringes 
before 
the 
greAvsonifc 
visage of the high cost of living, 
the 
merry springtime brings with it more 
than balmy breezes and cessation 
of 
cold. 
For trotting along, hand in hand 
with April sliowere, 
baseball practice 
and pussy 
willows, comes the 
tooth- 
some taraxacum, known in Hoosierdom 
as "greens." 


Early in the week dandelions began 
to put in their appearance in such num- 
bers and quantities as to make 
the 
watchful housewife sharpen up a nine 
inch bowie and seek the open places. 
The parks probably attracted the great- 
est number, for any afternoon this week 
there could be found hundreds of women 
and children digging in the sod. 


The accompanying pictures were made 
in Swinney park on Wednesday after- 
noon, and it was interesting to note 
that in some parts of the grounds park 
workmen were striving to exterminate 
the weeds, Avhile in others women were 
digging a "mess for supper.''

pend on dandelions for springtime vege- 
tables have methods of their own, handed 
from grandmother and mother to daugh- 
ter, none of which ever posslessed liter- 
ary merit enough to find its way be- 
tween the covers of a cook book. 


All these digger-cooke knew how to 
prepare the vegetable, they all said it 
was mighty good when cooked right, but 
each seemed to be rather hazy as to 
the metJiods employed. 
One thing they 
agreed 
upon, the greens were to 
be 
thoroughly 
waslied before 
they 
were 
cooked. 
And another point upon which 
thev all laid stress, was the fact that 
dandelions (like coffee, mayhap) 
need 
long and unceasing 
boiling to 
bring 
them to the state in which the green- 
fiend finds them most palatable. 


The Lowly 
Dandelion. 


The dandelion ranks pretty close to 
the juniper as a habitat of all the climes 
.and continents. 
The botany calls it m, 
member 
of the faniih' tara.xacum. 
It is 
a native of Asia, say the scientists, and 
has spread over Europe and across the 
American 
continent.

In the earliest 
medical 
parchments 
\ reference is made to the dandelion and 
its medicinal qualities. 
Even now in 
rural districts a tea is "brewed from the 
roots and leaves of the weed, and is pre- 
scribed by all the grandmothers 
and 
maiden aunts for a variety of ailments. 


The leaves have been used as food in 
rural communities of Europe for cen- 
tiiries, and among 
the earliest 
food- 
stuffs mentioned in the history of the 
colonies is the dandelion. 


In Old Fort Wayne. 


In the early days of Fort 
Wayn& 
there were in the city a host of fam- 
ilies in poverty or inoderate 
circum- 
stances, and to them the dandelion was 
a 
godsend 
when 
sipring 
brought 
it to the fields. 
Although history does 
not mention the green as a staple ar- 
ticle of diet for Anthony Wayne 
and 
his brave and true, there is little'doubt 
tliat the garrisons here fed upon the 
dandelion often in the olden days. 
T3ut 
in the memory of the oldest inhabitants 
Fort Wayne men and women went out 
to the Hamilton fields south of 
the 
railroad, where dandelions were as pro- 
fuse as diplomatic notes. 


Wayns and Means 


There are a variety of ways of pre- 
paring the dandelion for the table. 
Al- 
though there are those who take the 
yoimg shoots and prepare them simply 
by washing them and serving them as 
lettuce with a dressing, this can be done 
only when the greens are very young 
and tender. 


However, the majority of cooks, after 
giving the "mess" 'a thorough washing, 
to get rid of sand 
particles, 
for 
the 
leaves are always full of sand and grit, 
poTjr 
scalding 
water 
over 
them. 
After a scalding the greens are boiled 
liard and 
long, and are prepared 
in 
many ways, 
Some .cooks use cheest» 
in preparing them, some prefer bacon. 
Water cress and celery are put into it 
at times, and there are so many other 
ways of preparing it that they are hard 
to recoimt.

But at tliat, the dandelion deals a 
body blow to the much discussed high 
cost of living. 
A person with a taste for 
dandelions can eat them three or four 
times a week and relish them in season, 
and the head of tlie family surely feela 
the tension of the grocery pull lessen.

H. Q.—The rejection slip you send is the 
A * 
regular form used by the Universal Oom- 
pany. ^It: is a polite, rejection,, and the kind 
that is sent to all writers who send In plays 
that the company cannot use. 
It means noth- 
ing outside of the fact that this particular play 
has been turned down. 
The same :ilay might 
sell at the next place you send It, and it might 
even be taken lay this company after a while. ~ 


There are many-things that cause a "rejec- 
tion. 
The play may not be the type the com- 
pany Is making; they may not have players 
suited to the parts, or they may have made a 
play,along similar lines. The editors of the big 
companies get hundreds of plays a week. 
They 
can doj no more than send a printed form of 
rejection. 


Do not allow a rejection slip of any kind to 
give 'you any worry. 
If you think you can 
write and have confidence in your work, keep 
right on. When a play comes back cend it out 
again; after it has been out five or six times, 
read it over; you may see a way of Improving 
it. 


S.—True happenings, as a rule, do not 
make good 'photoplays. 
Of course, every- 
thing is baaed on reality; it might have hap- 
pened. or it could happen, but most profes- 
sional writers do not base their plays on things 
that have happened to them.. 
A prolific writer 
Is never at a loss for plots, and the plots that 
are hatched right out of the brain incubator are 
the very best kind. 
Facts are sordid things. 
Take any actual occurrence and analyze it, and 
you will find that it seldom has any story'ma- 
terial in it outside of one bare Incident, and 
stories and plays must- be idealized, and you 
have, to take your true story 
and 
twist 
It 
around to fit these conditions, and you might 
just as well work on an Imaginary nlot and be 
done with it. 


It is more elastic, and can be molded easier. 
Do .Xiot tell a studio editor that the play you 
are sending is a true story, or the story of your 
own life, or of one of your friends. It will not 
impress him in the least.

Vigges, who has been largely responsible for ike 
clean up among drug users and violators of the federal 
oleomargarine laws, was appointed to the 
government 
service about a year ago. 
He conducted a drug busi- 
ness at G'.asgow. Howard.County, 
Mo., and was made 
a member of the St Louis staff because of his knowl- 
edge of narcotic drugs shortly after the Harrison anti- 
narcotic drug law went into effect. 


When Digges showed up at the office of Internal 
Revenue Agent L G. Nutt, then in charge of the St. 
Louis office of the department, he was given an outline 
of what his "^work would consist. Nutt then 
handed- 
Digges a 44-calibsr 
revolver and a gold badge 
and 
ordered him to "get busy." 


Agent Nutt, after Digges had been g ven a two 
weeks'^ try-out, remarked: 
"He's one of the dvdiest 
fel- 
lows I've got. 
I never saw a man break into the busi- 
ness in such short time."

Lee Mow Lin has been In St. liOUis for many 
years and has accumulated property through 
various chop s'uey restaurants and his business 
connections in "Hop Alley" reputed to be In the 
neighborhood of $500,000. He iis the banker of ttio 
Chinamen of the Middle West. 


Lee BJng is his right-hand man, and It is his 
namë which appears over a more or less fash- 
ionable chop suey place near Grand and^Olive. 


The two men have been under suspicion by the 
Internal revenue men for borne timei, and their 
arrest and conyictlpn waS the result of a care- 
fully prepared campaign.' 


"Their smiles ar^ childlike and bland,"; said 
one of Uncle Sam's men, ''but tbey'are" á ^ u t 
the smoothest Individuals oh the face of the 
earth. They are the. hardest men in the world 
to land, and we must have the most conclusive 
evidence to convict them. For not o^e Of thém 
will ever 'squawk,' and an informer is : un- 
known. They go to their fate stolcaily, take 
what is coming to them. Among the Chinese 
crooks there is such a thing as*'honor among 
thièves.' Of course, this may be due to the,fact 
that if one of them .ever made a betrayal of a 
comrade he would be hatcheted at the first op- 
portunity. and they know it." 


Frank T. Digges bears the title of deputy in- 
ternal revenue collector. He is the great author- 
. ity on narcotics for' Uncle Sam in the Middle 
West, with his headquarters in St. Louis. 


"My only province, as far as the use bf drugs 
goes," said the doctor, "is that which is con- 
cerned with infraction of the federal law. But 
it is a fact that the usp of all sorts of narcotics 
is growing in the United States. Opium In its 
various forms, cocaine, heroin, all are used very 
i;i;nerally In all walks of society. Among the 
•awer classes the smoking of the pipe is thé 
general form of' this dissipation, although tl^e 
use of morphine and yeíj"^Bbee:-as hypdderîrilc 
injections is about as comnibn.'- 


Digges said that the raw opium was imported 
in bulk form and converted Into the various 
forms in which it is used. 
- 


"Opium is a product of the poppy plant," he 
said. 
"It is popularly associated in the public 
mind with the Chinese. But it first became the 
national vice of the 'Flowery Kingdom' through 
its introduction by the British from India, when 
the gi-eat East India Company had control of 
the Buddhist nation. 
Practically all narcotics 
are products of opium in one form or another. 


•'The most common form of the drug used, 
particularly by the lower world, is that of raw 
opium. It is a piitty looking substance and is 
rolled Into small pills. ' These are. heated over a 
tiame and .placed 
into 
the 
bowl of a long- 
stemmed pipe. The smoker reclines and Inhales 
the fumes. The [sensation ehsUihg Is vf a dreamy 
unconscionsness, and the visons which come are 
always roseate. 
That peculiar attribute of the 
smoke has made it so tremendously popular. 
One who desires to forget may ^rift away into 
another world with 
the 
knowledge that the 
visions which come will always^be pleasant."

T?he great narcotic authority then went on to 
tell of the discovery of cocaine. "It is one of 
. the strongest of all drugs and was first used/ 
and still is, by surgeons as a local anaesthètic! 
In using the knife, an 
injection 
deadens the 
muscles and tissues, and ether is not necessary 
in minor operations. But its use in yae surgical 
world brought about a desire for it by subjects, 
and today It is one ot tlie great menaces of the 
world. 


"Cocaine is generally Used by its devotees in 
the nature of a snuff. It has the property of 
exhilaration, a terrific stimulant. And users of 
morphine Oir opium, both of which tend to pro- 
duce sleep, use it to counteract the effect of the 
sedatives. 
The combined use cannot, be stood 
long and 
brings 
about a general breakdown, 
both physical and mental." 


The last Word In drugs Is heroin, according to 
Dr. Digges. "It is concentrated," he said. 
"It 
Is absolutely the apotheosis of everything that 
Js e^il in the world of drugs.

URPRISE the family now and 
then with a new dish and set 
them guessing as to what it 
consists of.

"Green"-Pickiiig Time is Here and ffigh Cost 


of Livin Gets Body Blow 


In these J.iys when even the Ford 


owner 
cringes 
before 
the 
grewsomc 


visage of the high cost of living, 
the 


merry springtime brings with it more 
than balmy breezes and cessation 
uf 


cold. 
For trotting along, hand in hand 


with April showers, 
baseball practice 


and pussy willows, comes the tooth- 
gome taraxacum, known in Hoosierdom 
as "greens." 


Early in the week dandelions began 


to put in their appearance in such num- 
bers and quantities as to make 
thfi 


watchful housewife sharpen up a nine 
inch bowie and geek the open places. 
The parks probably attracted the great- 
est number, for any afternoon this, week 
there could be found hundreds of women 
and children digging in the sod. 


The accompanying pictures were made 


in Swinney park on Wednesday after- 
noon, and it was interesting to note 
that in some parts of the grounds park 
workmen were striving to exterminate 
the weeds, while in others women were 
digging a "mess for supper." 


The inquisitive person •with a camera 


stopped half a dozen of them and asked 
concerning the ways and means of pre- 
paring, the greens for human consump- 


tion, and got as many answers as he put I 
questions.

I 


It seems that the women who de- 


pend on dandelions for springtime vege- 
tables have methods of their own, handed 
from grandmother and mother to daugh- 
ter, none of which ever possessed liter- 
ary merit enough to find its way be- 
tween the covers of a cook book. 


All these digger-cooke knew how to 


prepare the vegetable, they.all said it 
was mighty good when cooked right, but 
each seemed to be rather ha?.y as to 
the methods employed. One thing they 
agreed 'upon, the greens were to be 
thoroughly washed before 
they were 


cooked. 
And another point upon which 


they all laid stress, was the, fact that 
dandelions (like coffee, .mayhap) 
need 


long and unceasing 
boiling lo bring 


them to the state in which this green 
fiend finds them most palatable. 


"The Lowly Dandelion. 


The dandelion ranks pretty close to 


the juniper as a habitat of all the climes 
and continents. 
Thp botany calls It, '.\ 


member of the family taraxacum. It is 
a native of Asia, say the scientists, and 
has spread over Europe and across the 
American continent. 


In 
the earliest medical parchments I 


reference is made to the dandelion and 
its medicinal qualities. 
Even now in 


rural districts n t'ea is brewed from the 
roots and leaves of the weed, and is pre- 
scribed by all the grandmothers 
and 


maiden aunts for a variety of ailments. 


The leaves have been used as food in 


rural communities of Europe for cen- 
turies, and among the earliest food- 
stuffs mentioned in the history of the 
colonies is the dandelion. 


In Old Fort Wayne. 


In the early days oi Fort \Vayni> 


there were in the city a host of fam- 
ilies in poverty or moderate 
circum- 


stances, and to them the dandelion was 
a 
godsend 
when 
Spring 
brought 


it to the fields. Although history does 
not mention the green as a staple ar 
tide of diet for Anthony Wayne 
and 


his bravo and true, there is little doubt 
that the garrisons here fed upon the 
dandelion often in the olden days. 
Bui 


in the memory of the oldest inhabitants 
Fort Wayne men and women went oul 
to the Hamilton fields south of 
the 


railroad, where dandelions were as pro 
fuse as diplomatic notes. 
x 


Wayns and Means 


There are a variety of ways of pre- 


paring'the dandelion fur the fable. 
Al- 


though there are those who take, the 
young shoots and prepare them simply 
by washing them and serving them as j 
lettuce with a dressinc, this can be done 
only when the Cecils are very young 
and tender. 


However, the majority of cooks, after 


giving the "mess'' a thorough washing, 
to get rid of sand particles, for the 
leaves are always full of sand and grit, 
pcnr 
scalding 
water 
over 
them. 


After a scalding the greens are boiled 
hard and long, and are prepared in 
many ways. 
Some cooks use cheesb 


in preparing them, some prefer bacon. 
Water cress and celery are put into it 
at times, and there are so many other 
ways of preparing it thnt they are hard 
to recount.

But at that, the dandelion deals a 


bndv blow to the much discussed high 
cost of living. A person with a taste tor 
dandelions can eat them three or four 
times a week and relish them in scasou, 
and the head of the family surely feels 
the tension of the grocery pull lessen.

Do not allow a rejection slip of any kind to 


give you any worry.

right on. When a play comes back tend it out 
again: after It has been out live or six times, 
read it over; yuu may see a way of improving

S.—True happenings, as a rule, do not 
make good photoplays. Of course, every- 


thing Is based on reality; It might have hap- 
pened, or it could happen, but most profes- 
sional writers do not base their plays on things 
that have happened to them.. A prolific writer 
Is never at a loss for plots, and the plots that 
are hatched right out of the brain incubator are 
the very best kind. 
Farts aro sordid things. 


Take any actual occurrence and analyze It, and 
you will-find that It seldom has any story'ma- 
terial In It outside of one bare Incident, and 
stories and plays must be Idealized, and you 
have to take your true story 
and 
twist It 


around to fit these conditions, and you might 
Just as well work on an Imaginary -.ilot and be 
done with it. 


It is more clastic and can be molded easier. 


Do not tell a studio editor that the play you 
aro sending Is a true story, or the story of your 
own life, or ot one of your friends. It will not 
Impress him in the least.

Nutt then handed 
Digges a 44-caliber revolver and a gold badqe and 
ordered him to "get busy." 


Agent Nutt,- after Digges had been g'vsn a two 


weeks try-out, remarked: "He's one of the dustiest fel- 
lows 1 ve got. I never saw a man break into the busi- 
ness in such short time."

With infinite pains they worked up the case •'

In 
"Hop Alley," they found opium and its varioui 
narcotic derlvatles in quantity and various 
forms, from the crude sirup to "Yen Shee." 
which is 15 per cent pure morphine, as was tes- 
tified to in court later. 


Lee Mow Lin and Lee Ring were sentenced to 


live years In Leavenworth for the Illicit manu- 
facture of opiates, took an appeal and furnished 
bonds. It is expected.that within a. short tlmo 
the Cotlrt of Appeals will hand down a decision 
in, their cases. 


Lee Mow Lin has been In St. Louis for many 


years and has accumulated property through 
various chop suey restaurants and his business 
connections In "Hop Alley" reputed to be In the 
neighborhood of JSOO.OOO. He la the banker of tho 
Chinamen of the Middle West. 


Lee Bing Is his right-hand man. and it is his 


name which appears over n more or less fash- 
ionable chop suey place near Grand and Olive. 


Tho two men have been under suspicion by the 


Internal revenue men for some time, and. their 
arrest and conviction was the result of a care- 
fully prepared campaign. - 


"Their smiles are childlike and bland," laid 


one of Uncle Sam's men, "but they are about 
the smoothest Individuals on the face of the 
earth. They are the hardest men In the world 
to land, and we must have the niost conclusive 
evidence to convict them.i For not one of them 
will ever 'squawk/ and an informer Is un- 
known. They go to their fate stoically, take 
what is coming to them. Among the Chinese 
crooks there Is such a thing as 'honor among 
thieves.' Of course, this may be due to the fact 
that If one of them ever made a betrayal of a 
comrade he would be hatcheted at the flrst op- 
portunity, and they know it." 


Frank T. Digges bears the title of deputy in- 


ternal revenue collector. He 1» the great author- 
ity on narcotics for Uncle Sam in the Middle 
West, with his headquarters in St. Louis. 


"My only province, as far as the use ot drugs 


goes," said the doctor, "is that which is con- 
cerned with Infraction of the federal law. But 
It is a fact that the use of all sorts of narcotics 
is growing in the United.States. Opium in Its 
various forms, cocaine, heroin, all are used very 
. vmorally In all walks of society. Among the 
•iv,-er classes the smoking of the pipe is the 
tT'.'iieral form of this dissipation, although the 
use of morphine and yen ahee as hypodermic 
injections is about as common." 


Digges said that the raw opium wai Imported 


in bulk form and converted Into tha various 
forms In which it Is used.

"Opium is a product of the poppy plant," he 


said. -It is popularly associated In the public 
mind with the Chinese. But It first became the 
national vice of the 'Flowery Kingdom' through 
its introduction by the British from'India, when 
the great East India Company had control of 
the Buddhist nation. Practically all narcotics 
are products of opium in one form or another. 


•;The most common form of the drug used 


particularly by the lower world, Is that of raw. 
opium. It Is a putty looking substance and is 
rolled Into small pills. These are heated over a' 
flame and placed 
into the 
bowl of a long- 


stemmed pipe. The smoker reclines and Inhales 
the fumes. The sensation ensuing isXf a dreamy 
unconsciousness, and the visons which come are 
'always roseate. That peculiar attribute of the 
smoke has made it so tremendously popular. 
One who desires to forget may drift away into 
another world with' the 
knowledge that the 


visions which come will always be pleasant."
